GLAMORIZING YOURSELF 



ROMANCE IN YOUR HANDS 

You're all dressed for a dare! You have a 
new dress, a new finger wave, make-up care- 
fully applied, spirits soaring. But what about 
your hands? 

They should be perfect too. They should 
be white, smooth, beautifully cared for. You 
can buy a new hat in a hurry, but you can't 
have beautiful hands at a moment's notice. 

First of all, see that your nails are healthy. 
If your nails are brittle and have transverse 
ridges, perhaps you haven't enough acid in 
your system, or it may be due to nervousness, 
poor circulation, poor digestion, need of 
dental attention, or insufficient sunshine and 
exercise. 

Second, see that your hands are smooth. 
Apply a hand lotion every day. Wear cotton 
gloves over an application of hand cream 
while you sleep. When you wash dishes, 
clean or polish, wear rubber gloves. You 
may not like the feel of them at first — you 
won't mind them later — but you'll love the 
smoothness and softness of your hands after 
even the most strenuous round of housework ! 

Third, see that your manicure is careful, 
regular and correct. There are six steps to a 
good manicure — all of them simple: 

(a) Remove the old polish 

(b) Shape the nails with an emery board, 
filing toward the center of the nail and cre- 
ating an oval shape of medium length. 

(c) Soak the nails in warm, soapy water, 
and scrub with a nail brush. 

(d) Apply cuticle remover gently around 
the base of the nai! with an orange-wood stick 
covered with cotton. Apply nail white under 
the tip of the nail. Scrub your fingers again in 
soapy water. 

(e) See that each, finger is thoroughly dry 
before you apply the polish. 



(f) Apply the polish starting at the upper 
edge of the half moon and drawing the brush 
toward the nail tip. Leave a rim at the top if 
you wish your polish to last a little longer; 
otherwise it's apt to chip off and look uneven. 
And apply two coats! 

There's nothing so romantic as beautiful 
hands. And every girl can have them! 

HIGHLIGHT YOUR HAIR! 

There's nothing a boy likes more than 
shining, beautiful hair — and any girl can 
have it. No phase of beauty is so rewarding 
as the time and attention you spend on your 
hair. No matter how lovely it is, it can be 
lovelier. Here are beauty tricks to make it so; 

The home shampoo cuts your beauty budget 
to a minimum and helps you avoid too fre- 
quent exposure to the dry dead heat of the 
professional "dryer." All you need is lots of 
water, liquefied soap — never use cake soap 
on your hair — and either the shower or a 
hand spray for rinsing. Wet your hair thor- 
oughly with hot water. Pour on enough 
shampoo to work up into a foaming lather, 
then go to work rubbing it into your scalp. 
Rinse off the soap and start all over again. 
This time massage the lather into your scalp 
again and do the hair ends too, rubbing them 
between the palms of your hands. Now you're 
ready for rinsing. A thorough tinse should 
take you fully five minutes. If possible, dry 
your hair in the sunshine — either outdoors 
or before an open window. 

If your hair is' oily, shampoo it once a week 
with liquid green soap. If you're subject to 
dandruff, there's no better treatment than 
brushing with an immaculately clean brush. 
For dry hair, or any hair that needs condition- 
ing, use a hot oil shampoo. Warm a third of a 
cupful of olive oil and apply it with cotton 
to your scalp and hair. Bind with a warm 



towel for half an hour. Then give yourself 
your regular shampoo. To put new lights and 
loveliness into your hair, try an egg shampoo. 
Break a fresh egg into a tall glass. Fill the 
glass with cold water and beat thoroughly. 
Rub this directly into your hair and scalp, 
then complete the treatment by giving your- 
self your regular shampoo. Occasionally give 
yourself a dry shampoo wirh coarse cornmeal. 
Shake the cornmeal into your scalp and then 
brush until every speck of it is removed. If 
your scalp is very sluggish, try this: Once a 
month rub ordinary table salt with a damp 
finger directly into. your scalp. Massage it in 
very gently. Finish off with a thorough 
shampoo. 

Teach your hair to shine. Brushing will do 
most for it. Brilliantine applied with , an 
atomizer will give a surface luster. A square 
of heavy satin rubbed on the surface of your 
hair will make it glow! 

Complement your face with the right hair- 
do. You can wear an upsweep if your face 
is round, the shoulder bob if you're thin and 
piquant. Forehead bangs enhance beautiful 
eyes, but don't wear them unless your brow 
is high. If you've been blessed with a widow's 
peak, brush your hair up straight and shining 
from your forehead. For any sort of hair-do, 
use the right type of curlers. For loose, soft, 
unstudied curls, nothing works better than 
the good old-fashioned "rags" or fat kid 
curlers. If you have trouble keeping these 
curls in, wet your hair first with a tablespoon 
of dry borax dissolved in a tall glass of warm 
water. If you want a general fluffiness in your 
hair-do, try braiding your hair rightly at 
night. Brush it out in the morning. For set 
curls, put up your hair in metal curlers, or 
on bobby pins. Remember thin curlers make 
thin cutis; fat cutlers make loose curls.

Wear a shawl on the beach over your 
bathing suit instead of a robe — it's comfort- 



able, manageable and new! I<*i candlewick or 
chenille, with a nautical design, it's just the 
thing! Let your playsuit be a pinafore — with 
a one-piece blouse and shorts underneath, the 
figured wide-skirted pinafore worn over it 
makes it a dress. 

. Let your play clothes be rural! Wear hill- 
billy plaid shirts under blue denim overalls.
